The English 
fleet is being scattered along the entire 
coast. The Chineso expect the next attack 
will bo made upon Port Artht? or Shanghai, 
and have\warned the Europeatis thet the 
positions at Tam Sui and south afé undife, 
The Chiiié¥e charge d'affaires at Berlin 
has returned to China, Admiral Courbet 
left Matson to-day. Tho Paris Journal des 
Debate says: ‘* If England persist ir embit- 
toring our relations with China and in vio- 
lating our rights in Egypt, we will be con 
pelled to accept dependence on Germany. 
An imperial edict has been issued to the 
viceroy of Canton, orderitig him to iasue a 
proclamation urging upon the Chinese people 
to resist the French. The viceroy is alsd 
instructed to forbid any attempt to poisori 
the foor of their enemies and to refrain from 
unduly exciting the populace.

Sopt, 29.—There were 365 new cases of 
cholera and 212 deaths reported in Italy in 
the past 24 hours, including 171 cases and 
100 deathsat Naples, ‘There were 95 cases 
and 55 deaths at Genoa. At Venice there 
were two deaths. At Marseilles ten deaths, 
and eleven in the southern provinces of 
France, including the vicar-general of 
Nimes. Six French passengers from Cochin 
China on the steamer Abde/kadir, which pot 
into Beona, Algiers, for quarters, died of 
cholera after being placed in the hospital. 
Sept. 30,—421 new cases of cholera and 
9 deaths in Italy during the past 24 
hours, At Naples there were 122 cases and 
57 deaths, At Genoa 66 and 67 
deaths, The floods and the maintenance of 
cholera cordons and Jazarettos are paralya- 
ing trade in Spain, and the working-classes 
are suffering greatly, Six fresh cases of 
cholera and four deaths are reported in 
Spain, A cholera-stricken vessel has ar- 
rived at Cardiff, and has been placed in 
close quarantine, 


Prize Farms. 


The report of the jadges in the prize farm 
competition, arranged hy the agricultural 
and arts accociation, hae besa received, 
The judges awarded the gold medal to 
Joho Campbell for his farm, about three 
miles from Woodville, township of Mariposa, 
South Victoria. The farm contains 167 
acres, 147 of which are owned by Mr. Camp- 
bell, and the remaining 20 acres ave eertall 
‘Lhe second prize, the first silver medal, 
was awarded to Chavles D. Moore's farm, 
four iniles northwest of Peterboro’, on the 
Omemee road, ‘The farm consists of 200 
acres, besides which 50 acres, cviefly pas- 
ture, situated some distance away, are 
worked iv connection with it. One hundred 
anil sixty acres of the farm are cleared, aud 
tho balance is in bush. 

The bronze medal, presented by the asso- 
viation, was RwanInl Wim. Noble’a farm, 
Chestnnt. Lawn, township of Hamilton, 
Northomberland county, about two mile: 
from Port Hope, on the old stage road be- 
tween Toronto and Kingston, The farm 
contains 240 acres, eleven acres of which are 
in bush. balance arable, 

The second silver medal was awarded to 
Sylvester ©. Isaac's farm, Haldimand town- 
ship, Northumberland county, situated nine 
miles cast of Cobourg, and three and a-half 
miles from Baltimore, and comprises 214 
acres, 200 of which are cleared and the bal- 
ance in hardwood bush, 

A bronze medal was awarded John Sharp's 
farm, situated ten miles southeast of Napa- 
nee,on the Bath road, Ernesttown township, 
Lennox county, I'he farm contains 200 
acres,

Fourth, the Wu-hu, 
or ordnance and quartermaster's depart- 
ments united. his board has seven 
secrotaries sorving in it, Tha red bouk, 
which is kept at Pekin, shows on the 
rosters of tho war offico a forco of 168 em- 
ployoes, of whom not more than one- 
third are Chinamen. The board has no 
authority over the banner men. 

TROOPS OF THE IMPERIAL HOUSEHOLD, 


At Pekin a short timo ago there’ were 
in garrison four battalions of infantry, 
each one consisting of 875 officers and 
men. These were armed with Russian 
muzzle-loading _ rifles, These troops 
understand something about European 
tactics, During the past few years 400 
officers and mon in ‘cach battalion have 
gono rogularly to Tion-tsin for the pur- 
pose of getting instructions from western 
officers, so that what they learned in this 
way might be taught in turn to other 
porvivus of the Chinese troops, Another 
species of infantry is to be found in the 
cadet corps, which serves directly under 
the oye of tho Nui-wu-Fu, or court of the 
household. It is composed of 500 youths, 
who carry apeares, ‘bows and arrows, and 
other weapons of Chineso design. ‘There 
is also a battalion armed with small 
matchlocks, Another class of infantry 
battalions carries largo matchless or Gin- 
als. It requires two men to manage one 
of these cumbrous weapons, the barrel 
being six feet long, and when 
about to be fired, the piece near the 
muzzle; is rested upon the shoulders of 
one of the men,” The man who thus con- 
verts himself into a temporary rest, takes 
a ptcoping atiityde and places his hands 
upon his knees, so as to be able to raise 
or lower the elevation, Sword and shield 
battalions are made up of corps number- 
ing 1,200,000 men, armed with these 
weapons. A wing of a battalion, con- 
sisting of some 200 rank and file, forms 
the body guard of Prince Chun, the 
soyonth prince, Theso guardsmen are 
armod with séyeral sorts of cutting and 
thrusting weapons péculiar to China, 

CAVALRY AND ARTILLERY TROOPS, 


Of the cayalry'arm there aro around 
Pokin what they call two divisions of 
1,000 mon éach. Next como two bat- 
talions of 500 men each, who Carty 
matchlocks, About fiye years ago the ar- 
tillery in garrison in the capital consisted 
of twonty-four pounder guns, mado in 
Russia, Theso pieces are drawn by two 
horses and served by six: men to each 
gun. All are smoobh-bore brass pieces 
excepting two that dre rifled. What is 
called the artillery brigade serves with 
the four’rifles. A very peculiar sort of 
force is mado tip of 1,000 so-called artil- 
lerymon who are supplied With a amall 
iron swivel gun, which is fired from a tri- 
pod or other convenient rest. Tho cali- 
bre of this gun varies from one ounce to 
one pound, Tho troops in andsaround 
Pokin usually come up to about 18,000 
men; that is, 10,500 infantry, 5,500 
cayalry, and 2,000 artillery. ‘This is the 
nuoleus of the permanent army garrison- 
ed in or near the capital. 

STRENGLH OF THE ARMY. 


At Pekin, the auxiliary troops, if this 
phrase may be employed, may bo made 
up of enrolled Chinese, Mongols and 
Manchus. The first named class are tho 
deacondants of those Chinese who in the 
year 1643 took service among tho invad- 
ing Manchus. These auxiliaries aro or- 
ganized according to their respective 
races under pa-ki, or eight banners.

This number would fluctuate ‘no- 
cording to the internal conditions of the 
country and {ts relation with foroign 
powers, so that the numerical forco rangos 
back and forth betwoen 700,000 ond

often give tho mon undor thom unlimited 
leave of absonce and pocket thoir pay: 
On this account, whon an omergonoy arises 
and tho ranks haye to bo filled up, mon 
are laid hold of whorever they can be 
caught, arms aro put into thoir hands, 
and without tho slightest bonofit of pro 
vious training thoy are thrust to the front 
like so many sheep.

Ifa few bees are seen entering the 
hive, it should be examined, Perhaps 
from some cause the colony is queenless ;

WONDERS OF ELKODRICITY. 
A Talic with Alcx andor 
Pho 

** Amorica is undo. 
practical application of « 
poses of piiblic utility,” 

Groham Bell, the famous toloplione in 
yontor, “‘butin tho most important use 
to which electricity has hitherto been ap 
plied Wo aro very much behind tho gr 
civilized nations of Eu that is, the 
transmission of force by means of olectri 
city. A railway seven miles long is worl 
ed by cloctricity at Port Rush, in Treland, 
A watorfall in the neighborhood is utiliz- 
ed to work the dynamo-maching, and the 
currerit is’ transmitted over a tolegraph 
Wiro from tho falls to the railway. Tho 
waste of water power in America for lack 
of clootrical apparatus to transmit it is 
something enormous. If the power of 
waterfalls in places 80 inaccessible that it 
cannot be utilized could bo transmitted 
forty or fifty milos to whoro ib might be 
applied to advantage, all this power run 
ning to waste would bo saved, would be 
cheaper t steam, and in the end poa- 
sibly supersede it. In regard to the tole 
phono, I am now at work on tho magneto 
telophone and haye obtained some yery 
satisfactory results, but of these the time 
has not yet como for me to speak, Iam 
desirous of improving the central office 
managoment, The business has grown 86 
fast as to create a real difficulty in hand- 
ling it. It is a curious thing to consider 
that all the improvements introduced in 
the telophone are not improvements of a 
permanént nature, but simply additions 
to the system, introduced as a matter of 
expediency. This now growth has been 
enormous, and the system is a very com- 
plicated ono, ~“My~aim is to try and 
simplify its workings. ‘The introduction 
of the underground wire system neces- 
sitates the modification of the system as 
it now exists. That isthe problem I am 
engaged on at presont.””

* Distance is a minor consideration. If 
thero was but one wire’ on the surface of 
the earth a man might talk all the way 
around the globe. Tho multitude of dis- 
turbing influences—tolograph wires, at- 
mospheric disturbances, ad magnetio in- 
fluences—oyorcome the telephonic action, 
I have already overcome as much resist: 
anco as would be necessary.to.send a mes- 
sage around the world. (1 have talked 
through tho bodies of thirty persons 
standing with their hands joined. That 
was in England some years ago, and there 
were somo yery distinguished people 
among the thirty, Among the papers 
that I will read before the Association for 
the Advancoment of Science to-morrow is 
one on a, new method of, signalling be- 
tween vessels at sea. Itis done by means 
of the telephone,-and-L-cannob-ab present 
foretell what practical rosults,ib may lead 
to. Signals were successfully exchanged 
between two boats in deep water a mile 
and a quarter apart, In one boat was a 
telephone with one of its two terminals 
hanging over the bowand tho other trail- 
ing in the water over tho stern. ‘Tho ar- 
rangement was the samo in the other 
boat, except that instead of a telephone 
it contained an electric battery, with’ an 
apparatus for interrupting the current 
very ripidly—as often ax 100 times in 4 
second, Eyery time the battery was con- 
nected with the water the latter became 
charged and when tho circuit was inter- 
rupted ceased to be so and a musical note 
was produced in tho telephone of the dis- 
tant boat. 'Theso results were obtained 
with o yory imperfect apparatus. Tho 
musical note could'be produced at will at 
different intervals, and we arranged an 
alphabet. “A skilful operator could read 
a measage communicated in this way with 
the greatest ease. The credit of the dis- 
covery of this inyention is not altogether 
mine. If Prof, Trowbridge of Harvard 
College had not had tho idea of a galyano- 
meter, instead of a telephone, and of 
charging the water with \dynamo-electric 
machines in a-similar- way, the idea of ap- 
plying tho tolophone for, that «purpose 
might not have occurred to mo.”

Nearlyiall steam 
vessels have dynamo-electric machines to 
produce the olectric light)» This machine 
could be used to chargé ‘the water when 
the steamer runs into a fog, such as one 
always finds off the coast of Néwfound- 
land, and ‘would giye an electric signal 
to any yessel dangerously near to it.

DROWNING OF GOOD SWIMMERS, 


Cramps Not tho Canso as Often as If Is 
Alloged, . 
Several cases of drowning have already, 
occured this year in which the victims 
have been reported to be. expert swim- 
mers. In one or two instances they haye 
been observed to bo swimming. satisfac. 
torily enough, when they have suddenly, 
gone under and nothing more has -been 
seen of them. In such cases the favorite 
theory is that the swimmer has been seiz- 
ed by cramp. t would be rash to assert 
that this ismevor the true explanation, 
but there are probably few. experienced 
swimmers who feel altogether satisfied 
with it, . Unless the seizure were some- 
thing quite exceptional in its severity, it 
certainly would not necessarily involve 
the sudden sinking of the swimmer. .No 
ordinary grip ofcramp in any one limb 
would result in this; and evenif both legs 
were rendered rigid, if would still be easy 
for any one at all practised in swimming 
to turn over on the back and float: until 
assistance arrived. Dr, Dadgeon, in ‘wl 
luding to this somo years ago, said, in of) 
fect, that so little importance did ho’ at- 
tach to cramp as/a\source of danger to 
good swinimer that he had himself actual- 
ly plunged into deep water with a slight 
attack of the cramp in ono of his legs, 
and there are probably fow who have ex- 
perience enough to be quite at/easoin ithe 
water who would hesitate todo the same,’ 
so far as any considerations of danger 
were concerned. ‘Dr. Dudgeoncomment- 
od at the timo on'n’ suggestion ‘that had 
been made by the Lancet,’ ‘Chis modical 
authority was inclined to think that many 
deaths attributed to cramp werd really 
due to a sort of spasm of the réspiratory 
muscles, whereby the air was suddenly 
expelled''from the Jungs.

On the 26th Septemt Wm Smith, gen- 
eral secretary of the Scott act association, 
deposited the petition for the submission of 
the act in the united counties of Northum- 
berland and Durham, according ‘to law, in 
Sheriff Proctor's office, there to remain ten 
days for public inspection before being for- 
wariled to the secretary of state at Ottawa.

nthe number required, In its prepa 
ation and canvass every provision of the law 
had been strictly observed, and its pro- 
moters hoped it was absolutely invulnerable, 
Since this voluminous document bas been in 
the sheriff's office it has undergone thorough 
examination and a vast amount of fumbling 
at the hands of numerous parties, the ma- 
jority of whom have been interested in its 
failure, The apparent and avowed object 
of their scrutiny was to obtain the names of 
the petitioners for the act in the various 
nunivipalities, Monday morning, as ‘T.‘I% 

a Port Hope barrister, was going 
through the petition on behalf of certain ine 
terested clients, he discovered the abstrac 
tion of a number of petition sheets, and ins 

jately called the attention of the deputy- 
will} D. McNaughton, to the fact. The 
enormity of the theft was soon ascertained, 
Tt was found that the petitions from the 
villages of Brighton and € ne had been 
stolon in their entirety, while eight other 
municipalities sufforod heavily, the total 
number of signatures missing being 1,077 
This nefarious act will simply have the 
offeot of rendering null and void the present

The earliest Japanoso printed books were 
of a considerabiy later date. Of thoso 
known the oldest was printed about 1200, 

Printing received a great impulse from 

the expeditions of Hideyoshi against 

Korea, whon a number of books were 

brought back by the victors, and the 
Japanso learned what had been achioyedy 
by a people whom they had considered 
vastly their inferiors, Among these wero 
some books printed with moyable type, 

which seem to have found immediato 
favour with the Japanse, for nearly all 
the dooks of the next thirty or forty years 
were printed with movable type. Al- 
though illustrated books were extremely 
common in more recent Japanese litera- 
ature, the earliest known bore the date 
1610. Previous to this therowere wood- 
cuta on a largo scale representing the 
popular gods, gnd to some of these a very 
great age wasattributed. One was dated. 
1017, and another was engraved by Nichi-

Tattooed Samoans. 


The natives in the boats exhibited the 
general charactoristics of the Polynesian- 
Mala Their faces were clear of tattoo, 
but from the loins downward oyer the 
hips and thighs to the knees, they wore 
very closely tattooed.

Latent Power of Manure. 


Sir J. B. Lawes says; in the North 
British Agriculturist, that it does not fol- 
low, a8. matter of course, that although 
the application of a manure has produced 
no effect upon the growing crop, it may 
not prove effective at some future time. 
Years afterwards when perhaps all recol- 
lection of the application has passed away, 
or possibly when the farm has passed into 
other hands, some unaccountable fuxur- 
iance on certain. portions of afield may in- 
dicate the burial ground of manure 
which was supposed to have failed In 
one of his experiménts'at Rothamsted, in 
the year 1844, about two-thirds of anacre 
of land was manured with a considerable 
amount of potash and phosphate of lime. 
The crop was wheat, and the produce was 
15} bushels per acre. As the land which 
received no manure whatever yielded a 
crop of 15 bushels per acre, it was evident 
that the manure had practically failed. 
In the following year salts of ammouin 
were applied, and the produce was 37% 
bushels per acre,

Tho soldiers are of 
all ages, boys of 9 or 10 years old and 
mon with gray beards, There is no re- 
gular conscription, no limitation of 
service, and no systematic promotion, 
Boys unable to road or write becomo 
officers, even colonels, though the in- 
fluence of some eunch or harem beauty. 
Many soldiers of comparatively superior 
intelligence have served for twenty or 
thirty years without promotion in the 
ranks with black Soudan negroes, Be- 
douins and Berbers of all colors and 
shades. In addition to the so-called ro- 
gular army thoro is the black body guard 
of the Sultan, composed of Herculean 
negro slaves, and some sort of militia, 
called to service in case of war. The

The second explosion | 
was about thirty foot from the place where 
the first one took place, The new building 
is said to be so badly cracked from the flrat 
shock that itis feared that half of it will 
have to be taken down and rebuilt, After 
the first explosion men were sentall through 
the buildings to look for any more suspicious 
boxes, but found nothing. The cauve of 
the second explosion is as great a mystery 
as that of the first. 

Oct. 12—The contractor, Mr, Charlebois, 
also suered slight bruises on the hand. ‘The 
damage by the firat explosion is considerable 
A hole about twenty-five feet in height by 
ten in width was blown in the wall on 
the third story from the basement, and di- 
rectly over the right hand entrance to the 
assembly chamber, thirty-five feet to the 
right of where the speaker's chair was situ- 
vd. The second explosion is involved. in 
mystery, and there cannot be any definite 
details obtained till the investigation, which 
is now proceeding, has been brought to a 
close. The whole affair bas created the 
most intense and unparalleled excitement, 
Thou ands of p ms visited the scene of 
he occurrence, and the only conversation is 
in refer ice to the explosion.

‘The store was occupied 
by E. Scarlet as a drog-store, insured 
for $1,000, and by Dr, Stephenson os an 
office, 

Mr. Scarlet lost most of the contents of 
his drug-store. ‘The flames spread to a 
large wooden block adjoining occupied by 
Dr. Rockwell aa a surgery and office, Mr. 
Ostrom, drags, Mr. Davis, groceries, Tho 
latter was insured for $500 in the Queen's, 
Tho upper part was ocoupied as an Orange 
hall, which was insured, The contents of 
tho building were alinost entirely consumed, 

Adjoining the block was Chapman's sf 
store, which was also consumed, with o 
smal] share of the contents. In the same 
building was situated the post-offive and 
telegraph office, which shared the same 
fato. Noxt adjoining, Mrs. Patterson lost 
a concrete building, ocoupled by hersolf be- 
low axa millinery shop and by Mr, Knapp 
as a tin-shop, and above by Mr, VanNor- 
man as a harneas-shop. The contents wore 
almost all saved in a damaged conslition, 
P. MoCambridge's large brick hotel soon 

came a prey to the fiery fiend, and was 

tirely consumed, ‘This hotel was only re- 
built last auimmer at a cost of $3,000, after 
having been destroyed by fire Inst season 
Mest of the contents of the hotel were 
saved, Several barns and outbuildings in 
the rear, of more or less value, were also 
consumed, ‘The fire spread to King. strost, 
whero Mr, Chapman lost a barn, and had a 
house badly damaged, which was insured in 
the Lancashire for 8600, Mr, ‘Vurloy lost 
o lai shop and dwellin, Mr, Palen lost 
o frame house, unoceuplied—no insurance. 
Mra, Gamblo, a widow, lost a atore occupied 
aaa millinery shop, and had hor dwelling 
badly damaged, 

R. Graan’ store was tho only one in the 
block that was saved. Sills’ mille were on 
fire several times, 

Tho village was without fire appliances, 
hence tho torrible lows, which nught bave 
been partially avoided if appliances had 
been at hand, which should be a warning to 
othor villages not to look the door after the 
horse is stolen, but to provide fire appli 
ances againat the hour of nood,—'Gencer

That Campbellford Outrage. 

A despatch to the daily papers gives the 
following connect with the late outrage 
at Campbellford: 

Oni, Oct, 19.—This town was, 
Saturday, thrown into a state of excite 
over the report that a carter named Albert 

had murdered his wife. Various

able difficulty that the following account of 
the matter was obtained, So far as in 
known, on Saturday the mayor vod 
) information a8 warranted him in hav- 
ing Davey arrested, and he was locked up 
ponding furthor investigation, Miss Davey, 
daughter of the prisoner, gives substantially 
an follows the account of the whole matter; 
Davey, with his wife and family, lived on 
Simcoe lane, about one-quarter of a. mile 
from the town on. a plot of ground which he 
owned and had paid for, Some time ago he 
wished to dispose of it, but his wife refused 
to sign away her dower. Davey threatened 
her with viclence, at one time telling her 
hw would wake away with her if she did 
not comply. She left him and took the 
family to a friend in Campbellfurd, and 
shortly afterwards moved into another 
house with no one but herself and her little 
ones, One night, a few days after they had 
settled, four young men forcibly entered the 
house and Beatally assaulted the mother, 
The next day warrants were issued for their 
arrest, and two of them are at present in 
Cobourg gaol awaiting the assizes of Novem 
ber. ‘Two gentlemen, the professed friends 
of the young inen, came a day or so after- 
wards and offered Mra, Davey $100 if she 
would leave the country ond not appear at 
the trial against the prisoners. After much 
persuasion and much besitation she finally 
complied, and at two o'clock last Thursday 
morning these two men drove up to the 
door and took her away and gave the oldest 
pil $10 to say nothing about it. Just two 
jours afterwards Davey came into the house 
and ordered the children to got ready, as he 
was going to take them to Orillia. He got 
here on Friday, aud got drunk a few hours 
after his arrival, When in liquor he gaye 
utterance toa nomber of mysterious hints 
about being single, and would be troubled 
no longer with a tartar of a wife. His 
daughter told the story to her ancle, and 
he immediately had a warrant issued for 
Dayey’s arrest on suspicion of foul play, 
The matter will be investigated to-morrow 

before J, G. Booth, mayor of Orillia.

Huge Burglary at Lindsay. 


On Sunday morning about two o'clock the 


jewelry store of G. W, Beall, Lindsay, was 
entered, und the contents of one large safe 
carried off, The burglars were evidently 
well posted, ani proba! ly had a confederate 
on the ground for sume time previous laying 
out the work, The door of T. D. Morse's 
law office, immediately over the store, was 
forced iv, and 4 section of the floor whs 
bored across and the boards taken up. The 
ceiling below was also cut through. By 
means of a rope the robbers lowered them- 
selves, and attacked one of the large safes 
in which Mr. Beall kept his stock over 
night. A three-eighth inch hole was drilled 
near the lock aud the bolts shot back. The 
entire contents of the safe were taken, con: 
sisting of n large number of gold and silver 
watches, chains and general jewelry, The 
value will probably reach $3,000, The 
drawers in which the goods were placed in 
the safe were ra up in # neat heap, and 
the whole job gaye evidence that skilful 
hands had executed the work, The robbery 
was discovered by Mr, Beall who called at 
his store on his way to church to see if 
things were all right, a8 was his usual cus- 
tom. Previous tothe burglary being dis- 
covered it was fonnd that a horse and rig 
owned by Dr, Kempt had been stolen from 
his stable and driven off. During the after- 
noon the horse was found grazing in a field 
abont cight miles south of Lindsay, on a 
road leuling to the O. & Q. station at 
Pontypool. The rig was also found con- 
cealed in a clump of tamarack on the farm 
of W. McGill. Tne robbers were evidently 
ouncealed in the woods all day, as on Mon- 
day morning word was brought to town 
that during the night a horse and buggy 
had been stolen from W, Ingram'’s stable, 
who lives close by, and driven off to the 
west or north, Constables are out in pur- 
suit. The utmost excitement prevailed in 
town during Sunday night, and a strict 
watch was placed on the banks, jewelry 
stores, newspaper offices and other places 
whore large suns of money and other valu- 
ables were kept, No clue has been had to 
the perpetrators, but it is supposed to be 
the same gang who operated so successfully 
at Peterborough and other points,

months the sickness increased one hundred 
per cent. on that dvring the summer 
months, when the bad ventilation is not so 
much felt, 

At 8 p.m. Dr. Bryce lectured to a fairl 
large audience assembled in the town hall 
on the ‘Influence of our race in the coming 
race.” The lecture was very instructive 
and interesting. A. F. Wood, M.P.P., oc- 
cupied the chair, 

fr, Wallis then took up the subject of 
the ‘Teacher's day's work,” dwelling on 
the necessity on the part of the teachers of 
preparing lessons. 

It was decided to change the times for 
holding promotion examinations to March

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That Campbellford Outrage. 


A dospatch to the daily papers gives the 
following connected with the late outrage 
at Campbellford: 

Onur, Oct. 19.—This town 
Saturday, thrown into a state of excitement 
over the report that a carter named Albert 
Davey had murdered his wife. Various 
rumors are afloat, and it was with consider 
able difficulty that the following account of 
the matter was obtained, So far as ix 
known, on Saturday the mayor ree 
such information as warranted him in hay- 
ing Davey arrested, and he was locked up 
pending further investigation, Miss Davey, 
daughter of the prisoner, gives substantially 
as follows the account of the whole matter: 
Davey, with his wife and family, lived on 
Simcoe lane, about one-quarter of a mile 
from the town on, a plot of ground which he 
owned and had paid for, Some time ago he 
wished to dispose of it, but his wife refdeun 
to sigu away her dower. Davey threatened 
her with viclence, at one time telling her 
he would wake away with her if she did 
not comply, She left him and took the 
family to a friend in Campbellford, and

shortly afterwards moved into another 
house with no one but herself and her little 
ones, One night, a few days after they had 
settled, four young men forcibly entered the 
house and brutally assaolted the mother. 
The next day warrants were issued for their 
arrest, and two of them are at present in 
Cobourg gaol awaiting the assizes of Novem- 
ber, Two gentlemen, the professed friends 
of the young inen, came a day or so after- 
wards and offered Mra, Davey $100 if she 
would leave the country ond not appear at 
the trial against the prisoners. After much 
persuasion and much hesitation she finally 
complied, and at two o'clock last Thursday 
morning these two men drove up to the 
door and took her away and gave the eldest 
pn $10 to say nothing about it. Just two 
hours afterwards Davey came into the house 
and ordered the children to got ready, as he 
was going to take them to Orillia, He got 
here on Friday, aud got drunk a few hours 
after his arrival, When in liquor he gaye 
utterance toa nomber of mysterious hints 
about being single, and would be troubled 
no longer with ao tartar of a wife, His 
genre told the story to her uncle, and 
he immediately had a warrant issued for 
Davey's arrest on suspicion of foul play. 
The matter will be investigated to-morrow 
before J, G. Booth, mayor of Orillia. 


Muge Burglary at Lindsay, 


On Sunday morning about two o'clock the 
jewelry store of G. W. Beall, Lindsay, was 
entered, und the contents of one larye safe 
carried off, The burglars were evidently 
well posted, anc probably had a confederate 
on the ground for sume time previous laying 
out the work. The door of T, D, Morne's 
law office, immediately over the store, was 
forced iv, and a section of the floor whs 
bored across and the boards taken up. The 
ceiling below was also cut through. By 
means of a rope the robbers lowered them- 
selves, and attacked one of the large safes 
in which Mr, Beall kept his stock over 
night. A three-eighth inch hole was drilled 
near the lock aud the bolts shot back, The 
entire contents of the safe were taken, con- 
sisting of n large number of gold and silver 
watches, chains and general jewelry, The 
value will probably reach $3,000. The 
drawers in which the goods were placed jn 
the safe were Kee up in a neat heap, and 
the whole job gave evidence that skilful 
hands had executed the work, The robbery 
was discovered hy Mr. Beall who called at 
his store on his way to church to see if 
things were all right, as was his usual cus- 
tom.

When this keeper, at 5:35, came back to 
Woodruff’s engine room, having been over 
with the other man, he found the prisoner 
gone. He at once sounded an alarm, and 
investigated the’ manner in which the 
escape beén made, It appears that 
Woodruff had collected thin oa of 
wood, and formed therefrom a parallelo- 
gram fastened at the four corners. On 
one side two other long strips were nailed 
to the two corners, endwise, so as to be 
at right angles with the flat frame. Wood- 
ruff had from time to time while running 
his engine, braided long strips of rope, 
made from small ropes used to tie bundles 
of material coming there for manufacture. 
This apparatus had been in the engine- 
room secreted. The convict then tied 
these braids to the corners of the side of 
the frame opposite the two long sticks. 
Placing a stool by the wall, in the rear of 
the engine building and out of sight of 
the keeper, Woodruff put thereon a box, 
and then threw hiscontrivanceup onto the 
topof the wall, Thelong sticks prevented his 
falling as he drew himself upward by the % 
ropes., Clambering over the wall he 
dropped into the garden close by, leaving 
his design for the prison officials.’ Going 
down towards .thecove he might soon be 
out of sight, Before hoisting his patent 
escape, he deliberately walked into a 
workshop near by, the time being too 
early for any of the workmen to have 
been been there, He quickly discarded 
his own clothes, and was.soon clad in an 
overseer’s blue blouse, and dark gray 
pantaloons, ribbed and _ Warden 
Sargent was in consultation with Chief 
Packard this forenoon at the latter's office, 
There has yet Leen no reward offered for 
Woodruti's apprehension.

ment, erected to the memory of the Mar- 
quis de Villas del Aquila, a former patron 
of the place. Not less delightful is the 
Alamedo—a park of many acres, which is 
tho more delightful because apparently 
uncared for, Its dedly shaped benches of 
pink-tinted adobe, set among weeds and 
wild flowers, woo the passer-by. Along 
its ciroular drives, under ancient groves of 
ash trees, the aristocracy of the old town, 
in their clumsy gorgeous equipages, are 
wont to air themsolyess at the sunset hour, 
while in the leafy shadows lovers are al- 
ways straying. The market places are 
even more picturesque and interesting 
than the more romantic breathing-places. 
In them a crowd of buyers and sellers are 
constantly yociferating in soft-vowelled 
Spanish ‘their wares, spread upon the 
ground, ander huge umbrella-like shade of 
canvas or woven straw. 

Among the»most-notéworthy of the 
numerous sanctuaries in Queretaro are 
the cathedral de ‘San ‘Francisco’ and the 
churches of San Augustin, Santa Domin- 
go, Santa Olara, El’ Carmen de la Cruz, 
and Santa Rosa. The finest is Santa 
Clara, with its equisite carvings in’ gilded 
wood, and the conyent attached, which in 
other days was one of the richest and 
most aristocratic in all Catholic “Mexico, 
To me by far thé moré intéresting is the 
tumble-down ruins 6f El Carmen de la 
Cruz,with monastery adjoining. The winds 
and rains of 350 years have almost effaced 
the inscription upon the great granite 
cross which is set in the pavement before 
the monastery door and all the stones 
surounding it have been worn hollow by 
knees of generations of worshippers. 
Lingering in this now deserted. spot, one 
can fancy the procession of cowled monks 
of the order called Padres Oamilos, each 
with his lighted candle, filling out from 
under the gloomy arches in solemn pro- 
cession, chanting as they go, to perform 
their evening devotions around La Cruz 
del Carmen, Against the protests of our 
guide, we entered the dark and crumb- 
ling cloisters, stumbling oyer broken 
pavement iuto the mouldy cells where 
pious men spent weary lives in a persist- 
ent effort to win heayen. On the walls 
of some of the corridors large paintings 
are still to be seen—representations oO: 
the sufferings of Carist, and the Virgin 
in the} various phases of hor, glory,, iiter- 
persed with’ samtscontemplating grinning 
skulls or enduring horrible martyrdom, 
whose austere examples the Padres Cam- 
ilos endéayordd to emulate. 


Weathor Forecasts. 


It seems to be overlooked by meteor- 
ologists, says a writer in the Journal of 
Science, that when a season has taken a 
decidéd charactor, whesher as wet or dry, 
tho ordinary indications of change seem 
to lode their meaning. In 1879 all signs 
of fair woather, drawn from the appear- 
ance of the clouds, the action of birds 
and Yhuects, eto., were quite misloading.

Fortillzer ys. Manure, 


_ Ono who has made seyoral oxporiment 
in the uso of different kinds of commor- 
cial fortilizers, among thom some of the 
moat popular brands in markot, wants to 
know why it is that no fertilizer has over 
brought him as good crop: gota from 
the use of animal manures, Ho oven 
goo8 so far asto affirm that he lias rarely 
received any more valuo in crop than the 
ont of fertilizer applied. Now we aro 
ulsble to anewerthese questions with any 
dogree of certainty, We know that thous 
ands and thousands of farmers scattered 
over. nearly the whole of this country, are 
using Commercial fertilizers to a greater 
or leas extent, with resnlis that are so 
satisfactory that their use is continued 
and ‘increased from year to year... Wo 
know that upon our own farm, fertilizers 
wero applicd exclusively, upon those por 
tions which were most remote from the 
nource of supply of stable manure 

A five acre corn field was manured six 
years in succession with commercial man- 
ures, and brought as large crops as other 
portions of the farm upon which stable 
manures «were applied. Wo know: too, 
that stable manure hauled and spread up- 
on'theso ‘outlying acrés would have cost 
us more per acre than did the commercial 
fertilizers. Wedo not say that our in‘ 
quirer used the fertilizer too sparingly, for 
we are not informed how much was ap- 
plied per acre; but we do say that so far 
as wo haye observed, those who uso fer- 
tilizer in placo of animal manure haye, in 
the majority of cases, used a far greater 
value of the latter than of the former per 
acre, and so have not given the fertilizers 
afair'trialy We believe’ tho fertilizer 
manufactorers have beech ‘somewhat at 
fault in thig matter by’ claiming moro for 
thoir goods than | experience would war- 
rant, _ Farmers hayo, been afraid to buy 
and apply fertilizers as liberally as they 
apply stable manure from their own yards 
and the manufacturers have claimed that 
a less'amount of fertilizer in value ia re- 
quired'than of stable »manure to bring 
equally heavy crops, 

Tou farmer who has been unsuccessful 
in the\use o, fertilizers, we) should say. 
do not usé th emlonger upon a large scale, 
but experiment in & small way and én- 
deavor to. learn why itis that your éx- 
porience differs so widely from the exper- 
lence of many others, Lands are not all 
alike in character, neither are fertilizers 
all alike, yet there are standard. brands 
that can be depended upon ‘for both uni- 
formity and high value, Our own! most 
guccessful experiments were made upon 
lands that were-heayily-fertilized and fre- 
quently and heayily cropped. ° 

In the river Valloys bf New York State, 
and in Ohio, where the land is quite diff- 
erent from much of the hill land in New 
England, we found during our recent 
trip that an application of from 200 to 
400 pounds of good fertilizer per acre is 
considered a sufficient dressing for almost 
any crop, ' Wheat, or other ‘small grains 
receiving a heavier dressing, are likely to 
lodge before the grain matures, and thus 
the yield is reduced. We never feared 
to'usé from six to eight hundred pounds 
per acre for any crop, nor’ to double it 
when two crops were grown on the same

Lieut. Greely’s Arctic Discoveries, 


Although yet so fooble as to need to 
apologize to his hearers for is 'waéaknehs, 
Lieut. Greely recently: read a brief paper 
bofors the British Association, dsifollows 

Franklin Bay expedition was nearly three 
degrees of latitude and over forty degroos 
of longitude, (Starting from lafitude 81, 
44 and longitude 84.45, Lieut. Lockwood

Stirring the Soll Deeply. 


The advantage to growing crops derived 
from atirring the soil deeply, is not general- 
ly appreciated or realized, Very seldom 
is any attempt made to stir the soil deeply, 
Nearly all the work of cultivationis limit- 
ed to'the superficial portion of tho soil, 
merely to ensure the destruction of weeds. 
If farmers would endeayor to'stir’ the soil 
theroughly, and frequently, during the 
growing season, between the rows of corn’ 
and vegetables, they would’ greatly in- 
crease the yields. If grains were sown in 
rows, so as to admit of stirring the soil 
frequently between the rows, great bene- 
fit would’ be derived thereby, . ‘Besides 

reparatory tillage of the soil before aow- 
ing the seed,” writes Rham, ‘there is a 
great advantage in tho astlrring of itas the 
plants are growing, | On’ this depends all 
the merit of the new culture for every 
kind of plant, especially those which have 
esculent roots or extensive foliage, and 
which are chiefly cultivated for tho sus- 
tenance of cattle. The effect of deep till- 
ago is here moat remarkablo. If rows of 
turnips or cabbages be sown at such a 
distance that a small plough or other stir- 
ring implement can be used between 
them, and the intervals be stirred more 


found that the deeper and more frequent 
the tillage, and until the foliage cavers 
tho whole interval, or the bulbs swell to 
agreat size, the heavier and more abun- 
dant the produce will be. It is worth 
while to try the experiment. Sow Swed- 
ish turnips or mangel wurzel in rows three 
feet apart; let some of the rows be mere- 
ly kept clear of weeds by surface hoeing, 
and the plants be thinned: out to the dis- 
tance of a foot apart; let other intorvals be 
stirred to different depths; some threo 
inches, some six inches, and some nine 
inches, or niore. ‘The reault will be that 
the firat rows will appear, to have been 

much too far from each other, not 
half the ground being covered with the 
folinge of tho planta; tho others will be 
covered more and more as tho tillage has 
been deeper, and tho last will complotely 
cover the whole interval, ‘Tho roots, or 
bulbs will bo in exact proportion to the 
richness of tho foliage, and tho yield of 
tho dooply tilled rows will far oxcoed that 
of any of the othors, whilo tho firat will, 
by comparison, appoar a poor and scanty 
trop, however clear of woods tho surface 
may haye boon kept.”

The Scott Act Conventions. 
'The convention called to meet at Madoc 
on Tuesday p,m. last was well attended 
considering the disagreeable day, Amon 
those noticed were Win. Mackintosh, schoo! 
inspector for North Hastings, who was 
elected chairman pro tem; KE. D. O'Flynn, 
secretary; Rev. Messrs, Wishart, Stratton 
and Beer; J. R. Orr, of the Review, M. Wy 
Sine and others, of Madoc; Rev. Mr. Mur- 
doff, formerly of Madoc township; Re 
Lambiy and John H. Thompson, of § 
Messrs, Taylor and Harrison, of Elzevir; 
and a number of ladies and others unknown 
to our reporter, F. S. Spence, secretary of 
the Ontario branch of the dominion alliance, 
and editor of the Canada Citizen, was also 
present, 

After the meeting was organized, Mr. 
Spence was called upon, and gave a brief 
synopsis of the intent and working of the 
Scott act, doing so in a very lucid mann 
He is a clear and fluent speaker, putting his 
ideas in intelli, nd brief compass, losing 
fow words, Ff pared the Dunkin and 
Scott acts, showing the great superiority of 
the latter over the former, and drew special 
attention to the fact that those who voted 
for the Scott act were really voting for total 
prohibition, as only last session the do: 
minion parliament had committed itsulf to 
the principle of total prohibition, promising 
A measure as soon aa the country Ahowed! by 
its voting on the Scott act, that it was ready 
for and wanted total prohibition, In the 
same way those who voted against the 
Scott act were actually voting against total 
prohibition. By the popular vote on this 
measure would parliament interpret the son- 
timent of the country 

A number of questions were put to Mr. 
Spence by different delegates, which were 
promptly answered. 

The delegates were then called on to re- 
port as to the feoling in their different sec- 
tions, and from the expressions given it 
would seem the feeling is generally in favor 
of the act, 

Finally Rev. Mr. Lambly moved a resolu- 
tion committing the eonvention to the ne- 
ceasity of pushing a Scott act campaign, 
which was seconded by Rev. Mr. Wishart, 
and carried unanimously, the ladies all vot 
ing. 

Considerable discussion ensued as to the 
next stop, when it was decided, on the aug: 
gestion of Mr, Spence, to name partica in

It may be hated, and so 
it is, by those whose business interests are 
imperilled, or who fear that their appetites 
may suffer want. It may be any or all of 
these, but there is one thing it not be, 
and that is—contemptously ignored, By 
friend and foe it must be recognized as one 
of the greatest and most vital of the moral 
and spiritual activities of the present day, 

It is sometimes asserted that this me 
ment is not likely to last, that it has no 
sustaining power, that its past triumphs are 
no earnest of future successes, that it is of 
the nature of a spusinodic enthusiasm, whose 
earnestness must be comparatively short- 
lived, and that its future movement is inore 
likely to be backward than forward, Sach 
assertions, even in go far as they may be al- 
lowed to pass in the shape of argument, are 
not worth much, for they show a complete 
failure to comprehend the causes which lic 
at the bottum of this temperance movement 
in Britain, Canada and the Uni States, 

‘These causes may be classified as three- 
fold, In the first place the temperance in- 
struction given to the youth in faith and 
patience by the early pioneers of the moye- 
ment has in large measure taken root, 
sprung up and brought forth fruit in the 
shape of earnest efforts and offective votes. 
‘The leaven cast in has as yet but little more 
than begun to operate, And who shall say 
what the results may be before that divine 
chemical action which has to do with ideas 
in the mind and emotions in the heart of 
man shall have finished its workings? 

Then, secondly, there is the scientific aid 
which has come to the temperance cause 
from various quarters, But most important 
of all, as accounting for the forward moves 
ment of this cause, aud constituting the 
best pledge for its continuance and further 
Ponta, is the fact that the best moral 

‘orcus of the age are ranged on its side. 
The church, the press and the school-honse 
are well nigh universally favorable, while 
still more ancompromisiugly so is what may 
well be considered as a moral force by itself 
—the influence of woman, Its future 
course may not be one of uninterrupted suct 
cess, That can hardly be expected. It 
will have its periods, no doubt, of ebb and 
flow. Like a mighty river it will be im- 
pe ied here, while there it bounds joyously 
orward, or even rushes madly past, sweep- 
ing all things before it, while still farther 
on it glides so noislessly, and seems to sleep 
so peacefully, but all the while its course is 
ever towards the welcoming sea.—Globe.

in the business embrace of those terrible 
martyrs to the credit system, People who 
have been in the habit of paying accounts 
regularly to nome of us have had induce- 
ments held out to them by others that by 
dealing with them they could have one or 
two years’ credit, or settle when they felt 
disposed to do 80. To iny certain know: 
ledge men have becn approached on the 
street by such inducements, aud T state 
these facts npon authority which you, Me. 
Editor, would consider unimpeachable. 

Now, sir, why blame farmers for using 
their own discretion as to the time when 
they should market their grain? I think 
they have # perfect right to do #0, No class 
of men toils harder than they clo to get thetr 
produce ready for shipment, and they 
should certainly not be forced to sell in art 
already glutted market. 

‘As to the language honestly and trath- 
fully uttered above (** We have onraclyes to 
thank”), instances are known where custom: 
ora have beon followed by clorks in Stirling 
to other stores, where thoy were trying to 
make short-time sales, with the message that 
their employer wished to see them immede- 
ately, The head clork of one gentleman, 
who now complains bitterly, was on the 
atroot one morning looking for a man whom 
they had heard wanted a gont-skin robe, 
and hac secuved one at another store, where 
it was put away until he camo in the next 
day or 80 with the money, He (the clerk) 
found the moan, and offered him a robe on 
any time he wanted, and almost at his own 
wrice, ‘The gentleman quietly dee ned, to 
his honor be it #aid, and carrivd out his tivat 
blivation, Numerous instances of. thin 
kind bave ocourred within my own notice.

oned with a. transparont. starchy sub- 
atanco, obtained from tho root of a climb- 
ingplant(puoraria thunborgiana), called by 
tho Japanono kuzu, For salad thoro aro 
thin slices of cucumber flavored with 
scraped shreds of dried bonito, a fish 
much in favor on tho Pacific coasta; the 
cucumbor boing drossod with vinogar-and 
sugar, but without oil. Ono other relish 
must bo noticed, the sliced root of tho 
burdock palted and proserved in miso, 
A swoet kind of sake, described as 
Japaneso wine, is the proper beverage at 
tho moal which is propared by cooke from

When brought to a white heat and plung- 
ed in water it turns soft and not hard, 
Its castings have very few flaws. It is 
made by pouring from 10 to 12 per cent. 
of rich ferro-manganese into molten steel 
and mixing the two together beford thé 
alloy is run off into ingots. 

A scientific journal reports that a com- 
position of sand, cork, and lime molded 
into blocks is now on trial in Germany 
for building light partitions. It is said 
to have the advantage of excluding sounds 
better than ordinary brick work, while 
being light and a good non-conductor, 
But a composition of hard-wood sawdust 
applied on lath like common plaster is 
cheaper than the German method of con- 
atructing partitions, is much lighter, and 
has other desirable qualities, 

At one of the August meetings of the 
Academy of Scicnces, Paris, M le 
Jonxuigies made. some remark on the 
volcanic debris collected on the east coast 
of the Island of Mayotte, at the north- 
west end of Madagascar, Theso friy- 
menss, which were cast ashore in con- 
siderable quantities on May 16, 1884;

Tho tendency of every country as it in- 
creases’ inpopulation should be toward 
closer and more economical tillage. Ina 
very short time Oatario and Quebec far- 
mors will have to compete with thoto of 
the Northwest, whose farms cost them 
next to nothing, and who till a soil of 
well nigh inexhaustible richness. If they 
would wish to hold their own in this age 
of keen and vigorous compotition, the 
Ontario farmera must make the most of 
thoir resources, Their land is, much of 
it, partially worn out, but on the other 
hand labor is cheaper in Onterio than in 
tho North-west, and though her soil may 
hot be particularly fertile in’ its preasnt 
stato, the country abounds in fertilizers 
that can be readily mado available, It is 
a well known;factthat mineral phosphates 
abound in various purtions of Ontario and 
Quebeo, notably inthe counties of Fron- 
tenac and Lanark and inthe Octawa Val- 
ley, This phosphate has in times past 
been shipped in large quantities ous of 
the country, but it is to be hoped that 
the time for this sort of thing will soon be 


a little heat if transplanted this month, 
and those in cold beds will- need-o.re to 
keep the frost out in cold, windy nights. 
Lettuce in greenhouses will usually need 
a little fire on cold nights before Novem:

ing to market. Tho pickling establish- 
ments have had everything their own way. 
this year, and if they haye not Jaid ina) 
large stock they canonly blamothemselves. 
These extremely low prices might perhaps 
be avoided in the future, if the gardeners 
bad the good sense and/spirit to combine 
ina trade union, as other trades do, and 
limit their production to the wants of 
the market. If the coal miners, for in- 
stance, were to work all their machinery 
to its full capacity; they would produce 
nearly twice as much coal asjis needed, 
und the price would be ruinously low; 
they combine and agree to limit produc- 
tion. The result isa healthy demand and 
a reasonable price. The glut isa natural 
result of the high prices of twoand three 
years ago, when extensive droughts at the 
south limited the crop, making prices very 
profitable here, where tho crop Was fairly 
good. Farmers began to think that the 
pickle factories would always pay 75o or 
$1 per bushel for good tomatoes, and this 
on the amount of land planted was pro- 

ably double the average. Late frosts in 
June and a wet season damaged the plants 
and made the crop ripen later, but in 
September the yield was enormous, and 
thousands of bushels haye rotted in the 
fields forwant of market, The loss fails 
heavily on many farmers who haye de- 
pended on thiscrop for a pretty sure 
source of income.—[N. E, Farmer,

Tho Best Medicine, 


Speaking generally, it ls not to the 
Inboratory of the chemist that we should go 
for our potash aalta, but to tho laboratory 
of nature, and moro especially to that of 
the vegetable kingdom. ‘They oxiat in 
the greon parts of all vegotablos, This in 
illustrated by the manufacture of com- 
morcial potash from the ashes of the twigs 
and leaves of timber-treos, The more 
succulent the vogetable the greater the 
quantity of potash it contains, though 
there are some minor exceptions to this, 
As Lhave already stated, we oxtract and 
waste a considerable proportion of these 
salts when we boil vegetables and throw 
away tho potage, which our wisor and 
more thrifty neighbors save. When wo 
oat raw vegetables, as in sulads, we ob 
tain all their potash, 

Fruits gonerally contain importanc 
quantities of potash salts, and it is upon 
these especially that the possible victims 
of lithic acid should rely. Lemons and 
Yrapes contain them most abundantly, 
fLhoxe who oan not afford to buy thono as 
articles of daily food may uso croam of 
tartar, which, whon genuine, is tho 
natural salt of the grape, thrown down in 
tho mannor I shall describe when on tho 
subject of the cookery of wines.—[W.

It is said that the loss which the conti- 
nent has sustained this yoar from the 
cholera scare exceeds four millions anda 
half of money, The figures are arrived 
at from the bankers’ returns’ as their ac- 
counts appeared at the commencement of 
the current month, The amount seems 
increadibly large, especially as the ex- 
poenses of quarantine forms no part of the 
total. Switzerland has of course suffered 
most, as her special industry seems to 
consist in the housing and nurture and 
transport of travellers, but in actual, 
though not in relative importance, the 
loss to France has been greater. The 
Swiss harvest of tourists is reaped by her 
hotel-keepers, and railway companies 
only in the summer months, and it may 
be said that almost all the crop of 1884 
has bean) lost.| Tho, calamity, ta France 
has beefy ‘spread ‘over! a! wider “arba, bat 
on the other hand, thé severity of the 
trial has been mitigated by circumstances. 
The Frenbhiseaside resorts have been fuller 
this year than in any season since 1878, ful- 
and the influx has conisted almoat en- 


tirely of French, and very largely of. 
Parisians, The samo dread of disease or 
its probably consequent annoyances, 
which has kept the Eoglish from crossing 
the channel, ial kept the French in their 
own country, and here again Switzerland 
has been the chief sufferer. But even 
with these allowances*the French losses 
have been considerable. The line from

Co-Operative Stores

The co-operative atoro system has been 
in operation England for nearly a 
quartor of w contury.

Occasionally it is 
found that after thr3e months’ wear some 
of the bricks crumble into dust, but this 
is believed to arise from a faulty impreg- 
nation with asphalt, and not from any 
real defect in the system.

Death in the Alps, 


Respecting the fate of Prof, Dreikorn, 
of Mannheim, who toward the end of Au- 
gust set out on a tour in Switzerland, and 
who soon afterward suddenly disappeared, 
nothing further could for some time be 
ascertained, in spite of an unintermittent 
search in the district where he was last 
seen. At length, however, the efforts 
made to trace him hayeled to thediscovery 
of his body in a deep and lonely yalley on 
the western side of the Widderstein. The 
deceased had started from Immenstadt 
for a pedestrian tour through the West- 
erthal, and thence by way: of Schroexen, 
tothe Bregenz forest und Liddau, ‘It is 
believed that while going over the: pass 
of Gentachel he was overtaken by a’ Hvayy 
fog which caused him’ to’ miss the way,” 
branching off from the pass to Hohe: 
krambach. . He appears to have wander- 
éd in the direction of the Berggrund Alp” 
to. tho western side of the Widderatein. 
The mountain here makes a precipitous 
deacent, covered here and thero with 
patches of grass and loose rock, and, fall- 
ing between six and seven hundred feet to 
the bottom of a narrow gorge over which 
flows the Berggund torrent. On. tho 
edge of this abyss the hat and umbrella of 
the decased professor were discovered.
